On '‘write- 
in'’ votes, push up the arm above the candidate you 
don’t want, push up cover of the write-in slot, and 
write in the candidate you want.

G. Mennen Wil­ 
liams is a director and owns about 
eight per cent of the stock of the 
family firm, but committee coun­ 
sel Robert F. Kennedy said he 
was not responsible for its labor 
policies.

Army Launches Souped-Up 


Redstone Missile Version

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (U P 1 
—An Army missile, evidently a 
souped-up version 
of the short 
range 
Redstone, 
was 
launched 
with a roar from the Air Force 
test 
center 
here 
last 
night. 
The missile was believed unoffi­ 
cially to be a Jupiter “ A” . The 
Jupiter is the Arm y’s 1,500-mile 
range intermediate missile, but 
the version 
believed fired last 
night would not have been a max- 
imum-range Jupiter. 
It was not known how far a] 
Jupiter “ A” is capable of travel­ 
ing. The Redstone, already opera­ 
tional, is a 200-mile range missile. 
There was no imm ediate word! 
from authorities here or at 'he De­ 
fense Department in Washington 
as to its identity. 


The big missile took off from its 
launching pad a few minutes be­ 
fore midnight, spewing orange jets 
of flame as ii rose slowly over 
the ocean. Observers described it 
as one of the loudest ever fired 
here. 


The missile was visable to ob­ 
servers on nearby beaches for 
about two minutes before disap­ 
pearing. Observers also reported 
seeing cither a booster rocket or 
a stage of the main rocket fall off 
and fall toward the sea with elec­ 
tronic flash units attached to help 
follow its fall popping occasionally 
on the way down. 
The Jupiter is one of the two 
1.500 range missiles in the U.S. 
arsenal and is in competition with 
the Air Force Thor intermediate 


range missile in the bid for top 
spot. The Defense Department has 
said tests of both missiles will con­ 
tinue.
